STREET 
ARIZONA DIES. 


Hon. Webster Street, President Mc- 
Kinley’s appointee as justice of the 
Supreme Court of Arizona, died yes- 
terday at No. 1800 West Twenty-fifth 
street, after a lingering ifinesa from 
“ nervous affliction. He was 62 years 
old. His malady was progressive and 
he had been in a critical condition since 


last July. j 
Ex-Jugtice t was known from 
Washington, C., to Los Angeles as 


a man of admirable social traits which 
endeared him to many friends. An: 
orator of conspicuous abilities, when 
pleading as.a private practitioner, his 
knowledge of law made him a danger- 
ous adversary and important friend. 

. Of old Quaker stock, he inherited the 
| rugwed moral qualities of his ancestors. 
He was born in Salem, O., in 1846, and 
was admitted to the bar at St. Clair- 
ville, O., In 1871. In his young ,man- 
hood, eager for the larger opportunities 
tunes with Arizona, and to his dying 
hour never regretted his early choice. 

He first settled at Phoenix, but later 
went to Signal, Tucson and Tombstone, 
and in the last-named place served as 
county judge. In 1887, at Phoenix, he 
entered into a law with 
Benjamin Goodrich. 

President McKinley appointed Street 
justice of the Supreme Court of Ari- 
oe Territory he served from 199 

At the time of his death, ex-Justice 
Street had been in Los Angeles for 
some —— thinking his health 
would 1 ve. His wife and son were 
at his mr when the end came. Be- 
sides the widow and son, a daughter 
lives in London, Eng. 

The former justice was active in 
lodge work, was a thirty-second degree 
Mason and was also high in the coun- 
cils of the Knights of Pythias, acting
